Snow, Sleet 
Moves In to

Snow,. sleet, freezing 
tempera- 


tures moved into Arkansas .Mon- 
day and Tuesday on the heels of 
last week's unseasonal cold snap 
— one of the earliest on record. 


Snow and sleet pelted several 


points in the northern half of the 
Slate Monday. Freezing rain and 
heavy downpours accompanied by 
dropping 
temperatures 
hit 
the 


southern areas.

Northwest 
Arkansas 
was

hardest hit. Sleet glazed over sev- 
eral sections in the Ozark moun- 
tains. Some highways were cov- 
ered-by ice. 


The Arkansas state police said 


traffic moving north of Harrison 
and 
north of 
Faycttcvilic 
had 


been slowed to a snail's pace. None 
of the roads have been closed but 
the highways are considered dan 
gerous.

halted at Fort Smith Monday night 
because of the icy roads. South- 
bound bus service was hajled at 
Joplin. Mo., because of, a heavy 
snowstorm there. 


Ice snapped trees at Springdalc
